down toa science. ‘Lhis individual is 
a traveling man and a stamp dealer, 
and he is a good traveling man and 
# good stamp dealer. Lie is on the 
road asa representative of a big drag 
vonecern of New York City, 
that is the reason why the medicine 
stamps are lis specialty. You know 
this dealer from his advertisements: 
they are intended to sell stamps, and 
they do, 

lle buys his stamps by paying a trifle 
jor them, he sells them almost at @ 
trifie of their catalogue prive. 

His dealings us a commercial travel- 
er are confined to drug stores, some of 
which are of the most rural and *cross- 
rouds” type. When he visits them, he 
wants to get some souvenir of his visit 
in the shape of geod medicine or reve- 
nue stamps. Ifis wants are often sat- 
isfied. 

One might think ihat stamp hunting 
is the easiest of pursuits, and when 
s successful the most pleasant. The lat- 
iter supposition is true enough, but 
there is more to stamp hunting than 
the ordinary stamp collector imagines, 
especially when, as in this man’s case, 
the hunting is done for 
stamps in particular, 


medicine 


The suceess of the man referred to 
isnot alone to opportunity, but ulse 
to caleulating foresight. When he 
eces into a drug store, he knows what 
proprietary medicines are likely to be 
in stock: whether or not they date 
back to the stamp era: and he can 


Perhaps | 


guess what stumps are to be found on 
then. . 

This knowledge is # valuable busi- 
ness asset to him. It saves time and 
tronble, and impresses the proprietor 
of the drug store that whatever is the 
madness of his visitor, there is method 
in it. 

Qur stamp hunter knows, tirst of all, 
where the six cent orange proprietary 
is wont to lurk. tle knows the size 
and contents of that certain thing 
whereon there is a chance of finding 
the six cent proprictary stamp whose 
favorite song is ‘‘They’re After Me.” 
It makes this stamp seeker feel com- 
fortable to came ucross, ashe doesa 
times, the remnants of ahalf or cor- 
ner of this rarity. the rest of the stamp 
having been rubbed, worn vr scraped 
away, 

Smart as this stamp finder is, he 
sometimes misses his lesson. He was 
once making a superficial examination 
of packages in a drug store. Hach 
package was stamped with a pair of 
three cent green proprietary, he 
thought, and his seareh was perfunc- 
tory. He took off patrs until he be- 
come tired, and then left the remain- 
ing stamps go by default. A short 
time afterwards, another revenue man 
found a beautiful six cent orange on 
one of the very boxes the first search- 
er had missed. Instead of the custom- 
ary pair of threes, one cent proprie- 
tary hud been used. Now, our friend 
never takes anything for granted. 

By his system, which has been per- 
tected by long experience both in the 
drug line und in stamps, and by acu- 
men and tact gained by years of con- 
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tact with his fellow-men, he is all but 
infallible in getting the stamps when 
once they are scented, He has got the 
stamps where otners before him fuiled, 

He is shrewd enough to prepare for 
the morrow while it is yet today, He 
does not get the stamps alone, he also 
gets the drng man's food will ‘This 
Stamp hunter's sense of fairness rebels 
atthe thoaght of reciving something 
for nothing. Ja many cases he could 
have the stalps for a imere “thank 
yon,” but le always vives something 
hore substantial. Consequently. if 
iuy more stampsshould be found, they 
will be carefully saved until his next 
visil. 

It would not be proper io tell the 
secrets of the stamp hunting trade as 
practiced by this dealer. His know]- | 
edge is equivalent to dollars and vents. 
To know the brands of medicine which 
bore desirable stamps: to know where 
the chief points of distribution for 
this medicine were op where that prep- 
aration was of popular usage, and to 
know how to ferret out the obsolete 
vad dead stock is lore whose learning 
required years: yetit vonld be viven 
ona few printed Pages. 

Ibis nat unlikely that this philatelie 
treasure seeker will, at some future 
‘late. impart this hignly interesting 
und profitable infomation to the phit- 
belie wortd, through the medium of 
the press.
